Say Bills To Ban 
Commies In State

Springfield, March 15—(JP)—Mem- 
bers of the Illinois seditious activit- 
ies commission said today their bills 
to outlaw communism in the state 
"won't be softened a bit." 


They proposed some changes by 
the legislature, chiefly to eliminate 
"constitutional bugs from the meas- 
ures. 
The Senate received 
the 
amendments but delayed their con- 
sideration until all members can be 
furnished with printed copies. 


One of the amendments, offered 
by a Senate judiciary subcommittee, 
would require public employes to 
take a positive oath of loyalty in- 
stead of any oath denying commun- 
istic ties. 


Before the amendments were sub- 
mitted, four city and state policemen 
were stationed in the senate cor- 
ridors as a precaution against a pos- 
sible disturbance. 


However, only a few spectators 
were in the gallery and no demons- 
tration occurred.

Byrd joined with the six Republi- 
can committee members in voting to 
reject Wallgren for the $14,000 a 
year chairmanship because they 
said he lacked the necessary "econ- 
omic and industrial 
experience." 
Six other Democratic members sup- 
ported Wallgren. 


The committee, however, approved 
a resolution saying that it "has 
found no evidence reflecting on the 
loyalty to his country by the nom- 
inee" nor any "evidence to support 
any allegation that he was lacking 
in his integrity." 


Such charges had been made by

Senate Committee 
Votes To Soften 
Dram Shop Law 


Springfield, 111., March 15—(JP)—A 
senate committee today voted 4-3 
for proposed changes which tem- 
perance leaders said would destroy 
the Illinois dram r-hop law. 


The 1934 law makes saloonkeepers 
and their landlords liable for any 
damages caused by persons who got 
drunk on their premises. 


The changes, intended to soften 
the law, are sought by rfetail liquor 
dealers. They contended dram shop 
suits have become a "a racket." 


A leader of the Women's Christian 
Temperance Union expressed fear 
that the bill will be enacted as a 
result of today's action. 


Mrs. W. B. O'Neal, 189 West Mad- 
ison street, Chicago, state WCTU 
president, said the bill "nullifies" 
the law and "destroys all the pro- 
tection that innocent victims of 
drunks now have." 


The bill is sponsored by Senator 
John C. Kluczynski D-Chicago), a 
restaurant operator. It was backed

spokesmen for the Associated Retail 
Liquor Dealers of Illinois, the AFL 
Liquor and Distillery Workers union, 
the Chicago Restaurant Association, 
and by liquor salesmen's groups.

Mysterious Fire 
Causes $1,000,000 
Loss To U.S. Army 


Oakland, Calif., March 15—(JP)— 
A mystery fire at Midnight caused 
damage estimated at one million 
dollars as it raced through a huge 
army waterfront warehouse. 


Despite the peril of fighting the 
savage oil-fed flames, only five per- 
'sons were listed as hurt—all with 
minor injuries. 


An army spokesman said one un- 
identified civilian, found near the 
fire, was being held for FBI ques- 
tioning after it was found he car- 
ried newspaper clippings of *several 
recent fires. 


The 1.000-foot warehouse, one of 
several at the vast Oakland army 
base was piled high with supplies 
for Okinawa and Japan. 


Several witnesses said the fire 
seemed to burst out in the entire 
west end of the pier; that as they 
watched, a seething sheet of flame 
shot across the ceiling and in a 
minute enveloped the huge struc- 
ture. 


Only one warehouse was lost as 
firemen concentrated on saving the 
other structures in the military in- 
stallation—one of the largest in ths 
world. 


Exploding oil drums poured flam- 
ing fuel on the warehouse. 
The 
drums, piled 1,000 to a stack, ex- 
ploded like shells 
and 
rocketed 
through the air. Lids skimmed over 
the heads of firemen. 


The heat was so intense that fire- 
men nearest the burning building 
were sprayed by others farther back 
so they could hokl their positions.

But Woods said the House bill 
"lacks two essentials," criminal pen- 
alties for landlords charging over- 
ceiling rent. And authority to re- 
control apartments in residential 
hotels. 


The House specilically refused 


both these requests in today's voting. 
But it did strengthen Woods' hand 
to enforce controls to some extent. 
It granted the government power to 
sue landlords for triple damages for 
sums collected above rent ceilings. 
Under present law only tenants have 
authority to bring such suits. 


The vote attaching the "home 
rule" amendment to the bill found 
71 Democrats joining 156 Republi- 
cans to put it over. It was opposed 
by 181 Democrats, six Republicans 
and one American-Laborite. 


While rent administrator Woods 
was on the optimistic side over the 
"Home Rule" feature, Chairman 
Spence (D-Ky) of the House Bank- 
ing committee, who handled the bin 
in the House floor, was not. 


Spence said it would "Gut" ef- 
fective rent controls. He said state 
legislatures and city and county 
governing boards would be bombard- 
ed with so many appeals from land- 
lords to revoke controls they would 
find it hard to resist them.

Truman Calls Fact-Finding 
Board Into Wabash Strike 


Washington, March 15—(JP)—'The 
National Mediation Board said to- 
night President Truman has signed 
an order calling for a fact-finding 
board in the strike of Wabash rail- 
road workers. 


The action calls for a 60-day de- 
lay of the work stoppage. 


Secretary Robert Cole of the board 
said the agency is immediately ad- 
vising parties to the dispute of the 
President's action, and asking the 
men to return. 
The personnel of 
the fact-finding board was not an- 
nounced immediately. 


Between 3,500 and 4,000 operating 
employes of the line walked out, 
tying up the Wabash's six-state 
system. Wages .are not involved in 
the dispute, whicli concerns claims 
and working conditions. 


At St. Louis, John E. Donnelly, 


vice president of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Enginers and spokesman 
for the other Brotherhoods, declared 
the 60-day non-striking period that 
is supposed to prevail after the 
President appoints a tact-finding 
board applies only to situations 
where the men have not already 
walked out. - 


The railway labor act does not 
require them to return to work when 
they strike before a fact-finding 
board is appointed, he said. 


He added he doubts that Wabash 
workers will return to work for tha1 
reason alone. Some agreement to 
recess the walkout may be reached, 
he said, but the men would have to 
vote on whatever action was pro- 
posed.

Britons Cross Doctors 
Off Budgets, But State 
Foots A Whopping . Bill 


(Editors: This is one in a series of 
stories on Britain's sweeping experi- 
ment in socialized medicine, with 
free medical and dental care for all. 
The comprehensive stories cover all 
phases of the British program, with 
particular emphasis on how it is 
working out.)

London, March 15. —(/Pi— 
Most 
Britons have crossed "Doctor's Bill" 
off their family budgets. 


That was the first result for 95 per 
cent of the population of England, 
Wales and Scotland since Britain's 
revolutionary 
socialized 
medicine 
plan became effective last summer. 


There is free medical and dental 
care, medicine, eyeglasses and surg- 
ical appliances for all. But only in 
the sense that the patient doesn't 
get a doctor's or dentist's bill. In- 
I stead, 
the 
government 
foots 
the 
'whopping bill of $832,520,000 out of 
taxes. 
Another 
$96,000,000 
comes 
from the national insurance fund to 
which all contribute. That's the cost 
for the first nine months of state 
medicine in Britain. 


41,500,000 Signed Up 


The health ministry says approxi- 
mately 41,500,000 persons have sign- 
ed as public patients out of about j 
50,000,000 eligibles. Of 21,000 genera! 
practitioners, 18,165 have agreed to, 
work in the program. Dentists have j 
enrolled almost 100 per cent —9,060 j 
out of 10,000. 
| 


Nearly all 7,000 opticians and 14,- j 
000 of 16,000 druggists signed. The; 
overnment took over 2,587 hospitals 
with 388,000 staffed beds. It dis- 
claimed 236 hospitals which continue 
to operate privately. 


"This is a health service in which 
everyone is taking part—the well-to- 
do and the poor," said Anetlrin Bev 
an, energetic minister of health who j 
pushed the plan into operation after ; 
years of stubborn fighting with the 
powerful British Medical Associa- 
tion. 


Waiting Rooms Filled 


The doctors' waiting rooms are 
filled. The offices of the dentists 
are bulging. Hospitals always un- i 
derstaffed and underequipped, have 
waiting lists many times longer than j 
before. 


Doctors complain "we are over- 
worked and underpaid." Many pati- j 
ents complain "we have to wait too 
long to get treatment." 


The health ministry says "the im- j 
portant thing to remember is that 
the scheme is working. We have had 
less teething trouble than expected. 


Both sides plainly ore cooperating 
and in general there are no abuses." 


Britain's national health service 
is a refinement and extension of the 
1911 health insurance act. One ma- 
jor difference is that the present 
scheme is not an insurance plan. 
Everyone is entitled to free medical 
and dental care, regardless of wheth- 
er he pays insurance premiums in 
the social security program. A for- 
eigner, visiting England, may re- 
ceive free medical care. 


Rush For Service 
The health ministry originally es- 
timated socialized medicine would 
cost Britain $598,700,000 in the first 
nine months. 


The rush for service—particularly 
fcr free medicine, spectacles 
and 
dental treatment—upset the calcul- 
ations 
Two months before the end 
of the fiscal year this coming March j 
31, the health ministry asked parlia- 
ment 
for another 
$233,820,000 
to 
meet expenses. 
| 


The British Medical Association,! 
which 
is watching 
the 
progress 
closely, estimates the annual cost 
will be close to a billion dollars. That! 
would be more than a third of Brit- j 
ain's normal prewar budgets.

Last week hospital 
officials said he had been suffering 
from a heart condition and had been 
given oxygen. 


Purchased For $123,000 


The White Sox gave Portland, 
Ore., of the Pacific Coast league 
$123,000 in cash and players for 
Cissell in 1927. He was their regular 
shortstop for the next four years 
but Appling took over in 1932 and 
still is holding the job. 


Cissell was traded to Cleveland 
and later had brief flings with the 
Boston Red Sox, Philadelphia Athle- 
tics, New York Giants and Baltimore 
of the International league. 


Lifetime Averafe of .273 


Cissell had a lifetime major league 
batting average of .273. 


He disappeared from the baseball 
scene in 1938 and it was not until 
1947 that he was seen by baseball 
men when he appeared at Chicago's 
Comiskey Park working as an elec- 
trician. 


When he was discovered ill and 
destitute last January the White Sox 
arranged his removal to the hospital. 
They promised him a job upon fe- 
covery. They also planned to have 
his son, Gary, 13, act as Sox batboy 
next season. 


He also has another son, Chalmers, 
Jr., who is serving in the navy and 
one daughter. His wife died about 
three years ago.

"Poetry is not something petri- 
fied in a bcok; it comes out of the 
whole life of man and is an expres- 
sion in intense language of the in- 
tensity of man's experience," said 
Paul Engle, poet and professor of 
creative writing at Iowa University, 
in his address at MacMurray Col- 
lege chapel service Tu^day morning. 


Mr. Engle treated 
his subject, 
"Poetry and 
You," 
with 
much 
humor, making his audience laugh 
heartily at his description of the 
connotations 
of 
stuffiness 
a n d 
classroom discipline which the word 
"poetry" has .for many people, and 
the wild ideas of "Inspiration" they 
associate with writing of poetry. 


' Poetry is not inspired in 
this 
frenzied sense," he explained. "It is 
hard work. The poet's material does 
not have to be farfetched or fan- 
tastic. 
He gets it from anything 
which happens to him—usually a 
short piece 
of 
experience—which 
sets off a chain of associations that 
are an accumulation of all the mem- 
ories of his life." 


Mr. Engle stressed his belief that 
a poet does not have to live a life 
different from that of other people, 
or do eccentric things. Popular or 
childish ideas of poets, as bewhis- 
kered* 
beetlebrowed, 
frightening 


people or diaphanous, ethereal peo- 
ple, have been created largely by 
pictures. 


Nor must the language of poetry 
be different from everyday language, 
he feels. It is only ordinary langu- 
age heightened and concentrated to 
express concentrated experience." 


"Poetry tries by sound and mean- 
ing," he explained, "to move people 
to a conviction. One of its purposes 
is to prove by intense shaping in 
intense language 
the 
miraculous 
quality of our daily lives. 
In it, 
the poet's individuality reaches out 
to another individuality." 


Mr. Engle read some of his own 
poems to illustrate his points, and 
said in conclusion, "All poetry call 
do for any person is to add percep- 
tiveness of nature and- human life." 


Music was furnished by the choir, 
by Miss Haney singing as a solo 
Bizet's beautiful "Agnus Dei," and 
by Wilbur Sheridan, organist, play- 
ing a prelude on a Welsh hymn by 
Parrish and Bach's prelude in D 
minor.
